General Booth, had 
gone, to Iiondcn, (after Quitting a large 
Wesleyn Church where he bad seen 10,000 
converted and.entered on registers), and 
seems the multitudes who never entered a 
place of worship, was moved with compas- 
sion on them and sat about thinking how 
he could help them, and out of his feeble 
efforts the mat Salvation Army, the moat 
popular people of the day had arisen.- It 
was not because he was one of the Booth 
family that ha was in it. he would not be 
there unless God had called him. The. 
Booth family is watched mora closely than 
the blackest rogue, for there was always 
detectives to pick faults with it and try and 

Eickit to pieces, and whan the General 
ad got the big castle and ran away with 
all the money they would see it in all the 
papers as largo as life and ae natural.

The weather being beautiful 
and warm we had time to get rested and 
have a look around ns and see things gen- 
erally before the meeting at night, which 
waa a blessed aocceas; it having been well 
announced a good, orderly crowd turned 
oat.

while tbe soldiers and some others also 
gave vent " Vive L'Annee dn Saint " and 
"Vive Jesna Christ." The Prenoh are a 
very enthusiastic people and seemed touch- 
ed when told of our coming all the way 
from Canada to go to India. Oor Cana- 
dian songs took well, and the people list- 
ened attentively to our addresses, which 
were interpreted by a Staff- Captain. The 
next morning (Sunday) we attended Holt- 
neee meeting which waa a most blessed 
time, and we were cheered to see so many 
Parieiane who have received the great 
blessing, and on leaving; oor hearts went 
oot in sympathy for those dear people. 
Our stay was *aade verr comfortable by 
both staa" and cadets, and we say from the 
depths of our hearie "God bless onr French 
comrades." We walked two deep to the 
station in the afternoon and created quite 
a stir, especially on passing the market 
place the inhabitants wore aroused bat 
kept to their proper places with the excep- 
tion of yelling oat, in their excitement, 
something about "L'Armee do Saint," 
hut we went on unheeding. It seemed 
very strange to ue as Canadians, but here, 
in ?erie at any rate, there is no observa- 
tion of tbe Sabbath, the stores are open 
aDd business ie carried oo as usual, and 
ihe workmen are to bo seen everywhere at 
their dsily lebor, while those who Ban 
aflnrd to rest frequent io Large numbers 
tho places of amaeament for which Paris 
ia notad, io fact everything verifies the 
expression, "Infidel France." 

Leaving the great Paris ofFarhton we 
nomad on behind the steam horse, passing 
and stopping at some very pretty, asoisat 
and renowned places. ■ Here and thare 
could be seen tbe shepherds tending their 
flocks, and also large waggons drawn by 
yokes of oxen. At every place where we 
were able to get oift for a little exereiae. 
the people looked at ns in wonder, some 
asking questions in French, while wecould 
only -abmg our shoulders and answer, 
" L'Armee du Salut." and thee satisfy 
them as best we could. Siooe leaving tbe 
"Circattian" this waa tbe first whole night 
spent in travelling and sleeping in a con- 
veyance. If I were an artist I would sand 
you b eketch, but this will have to suffice. 
Tbe ear wse after tbe English style with 
two compartments, in one were the lasses, 
in the other the lade. In our compart- 
ment (lad si between the seats we placed 
the baggage which nicely filled np the 
apace, and upon them we hud tha cushions 
and thus made ourselves as comfortable a* 
prowible under tbe circainetances, while 
Der« Sena slept up in tbe rack. After 
«>v*r»l changes we entered the world- 
known Alps in the morning, and during 
the afternoon arrived a* the Italian border 



and vera again examined hy '.the customs 
officials, then proceeding pawed

■svbd miles in length, occupying * wen ^ , T. 
Svo mine tea, which, I understand, before 
tbe tunnel wa cut, took twelve hoars io 
pass. All along we ran below and op the 
sides of the mountains with the tall peaks, 
(some being ten thousand feet high ot 
more), towering above ub, and the valley* 
with riven and water-falls beneath.-- It 
was a grand sight. 

Genoa, the birthplace of Ohrislophei 
Uolnmbus, America's discover, waa reach- 
ed about midnight, and we at once, pro- 
ceeded to the ship, (oar home for three 
weeks), in small boats from the quay. 

We slept as beet we could the few re- 
maining hoars of onr first night on board 
in onr third-clsas compartment, (between 
first and second decks, nearly under the. 
fbrec&atle). containing seventy-two bnnka, 
i.e., sleeping accommodation for just that 
number of people, The lasses happily 
have second-class berth and fare nicely. 
Major Vint left ns in the morning, and at 
seven o'clock on Tuesday, Nov. 20th, we 
started again. This is a large boat and 
has oarried four previona parliee to India. 
"" sailors are all Italians and tbe Bre- 

Hindoos (Uobamniedaus). and are 

very friendly, although none speak Eng- 
lish except very, very little. Our daily 
bill-of-fare ia— 7 a.m. lunch, consisting of 
milk or coffee and hard tack biscuiie, put- 
ting me in-mind. although nnlmhsrt, of 
some biscuits I saw whioh was e sample 
of what the party received on their voyage 
to the International Congress. 11 a. m. 
breakfast of macaroni or rice soup, bread, 
course brown auear and potatoes fried, 
baked or boiled, B p.m. dinner, the wime 
as breakfast. I must, however, compli- 
ment the cooks on their cooking, although 
often we could do with more than we get, 
bat we have long since learned in whatever 
state we are therewith to be content. 

The first afternoon a returning Oermon 
missionary got into con vernation with 
some of our comrades, eaying he thought 
it needlecB and useless to be so out and 
oot as we oonld not get no any belter hy 
SO doing, hnt hy experience we knew dif- 
ferent. When Devs Sepa spoke of tbe 
stale of things the miasiooary nail he "is 
only a young Christian anil shouldn't' 
speak too much." The poor Dion's 
ideas were complotely upset, but lie said 
he would talk to us further oo the matter 
"ie morrow. We hare not seen eny 

of him since, at least ho hae not 

been near enough to speak to na. That 
night, wo passed the Island of Elba, noted 
in hi itory for the banishment and etcapu 
of Nopolean Bonaparte and continued 
alonp tbe Italian coast, passing a number 
of islands and towns, eonte containing 
qq<ter. old looking buildings and temples 
and caverns.

The rongh wsslher n- 
tnrned and of course we were al[ sick 
again and will not b« sorry when we laud 
on terra lirma in India. At night it was 
fearful, the ship was like a match-box on - 
tlie water,, tbe sea washing over quite a 
lot. It waa ealrner in the morninz and 
we were running along the south coast of V 
tho Island of Candis. (Centre of thn Bi- 
ble) with its snow-capped bills and Bt*er 
' g south-east made for the canal. 

Sunday round stiniul Bein£ wet we 
are unable to hold meetings except a 
private^ one. but had a blessed dav lo oor 
pouIb. Whilp holding onr meeting on tbe 
forecastle deck, there was an English ser- 
vice no me where astern for the cabin pass- 
engers, and half way between tbe two tin- 
botcher was slaughtering aboep.

The next few darn were 
passed without anything of importance

On Saturday evening we panEsd' the town 
of Mocha on the Arabian coast, aim a'. 
iripht o'clock paswd ihrou^h Hell's Ga.t- 
—the Straits of Babel- iiaudub— and nuxt 
morning, tho aecond Hunday on board, wu 
unchored off Aden from whose fort flies 
tbe British flag. Here the hoot was be- 
sieged with small native boye in canoee, 
who dived for small amounts or money. 
Wn took on a mixed ecaortment of psa- 
Fflngers, amongst them being two nativo 
ladicB, who wuro covered from' head to foot 
with exception of a email hole to look, out 
of. Altogether there is a large mixture of 
religions onboard, comprising the follow- 
ing: Balvationisto.Sfahommoditns, Roman 
Catholics. Prbtcatants. Greek Catholics. 
Pareces, Hindoos, Brabmius, Jews, Infi- 
dels, and may be uatire I have nut met as 
yet 

We left Aden at noon not to stop anv 
moreuntHwe reach Bombay to-morrow 
[Saturday, Doo. Hth) early in the morn 
ing. 

Since leaving Toronto we havo travelled 
ninolhousand and fifty (UOGO) miles, os- 
nupying fifty three, days, seven beiug Bun- 
duye, during whioh time we havj attended 
fleveutoen public meotingii and five privato 
ones with the General and alao the Chiof- 
of-Staff, Commissioner Kailton and others. 
On the continent we only changed traine, 
etc., ten times and four times underwent 
customs inspe"tion. and came ell 0. B», 
having no tobacco or wine about ns,.

You most 1m aware 
that all tbe different stages of ohrittian 
experience ore given in the Bihlev'take 
Paul for instance. In one part of bis 
writings when giving his experience he 
says, "For the good that I would, 1 do 
not, kit the evil which 1 would not,.tbat 
I do." "Oh wretched man that laml" 
who shall deliver me from the body of this 
ileatb. Von will see tbat at that time Paul 
did not experience holiness, for he says 
plainly tbat bo was doing what he knew to 
be wrong, but we all know be dil not 
remain in tbat state, but be advanced on 
to holiness, for listen to bio experience at 
other times, I have fought a good fight, I 
iiave finiebed mv ennrsa, I have kept tbe : 
faith, "Thanks be to God which givefe ua 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ." 
You see now ho bos got the victory over , 
the body nr thie death, and has experienced i 
bnliuess, uud bo will every one who has 
been born ag»in, if tbey will only pay tbe ; 
price, tbat ie let go everything eW And 
it seems to me that the praise of men seems . 
to be.es a general ihhuj , oftensr an obstacle 
or hinderance to personal hoi iueea than any , 
other, so long as any on* esteems the' 
nnose of men mora, nr evou eqoaMo that 
of God, there is no use of that individual | 
aspiring to holiness. 
"But." asked neighbor Patterson, "how . 
time, bavo ceased to come near the doors — ~ ' 
at all T I was delighted to hear of the ability 
of an officer intone hard-working corps, 
who, upon marching up with his procession, 
found the door too well guarded by a police 
man, whose presence there, he tbougkt, wh 
eure to keep outside the very men who 
oueht to be inside.

Is there not a elear reason in year orm 
mind for the absence of ths rowdy orowd 
from any place when yon once saw them 
assemble 1 Oan yon not, as u rule, in a 
moment, place yonr finger on the weak 
spot, and, in many eases, refer to the very 
person by whom, and the lime when the 
crowd who need to com n -»ere checked? 
You groaned about it loidly, perhaps, for 
a while, but yon gradually got eo reconcil- 
ed to it that, perhaps, yoa yourself would 
now be found groaning if the otil, roaring, 
whistling, stamping set were to coma 
rushing into your place of worship with 
their hata on, in their grand old style.

'being destroyed every Sunday, at every 
arrest corner ia your town. It is sadly too 
natural that they should shrink from 
mingling with tho ordinary, decant, well- 
he I laved Salvation Army congregation, 
almost as much as from tho audience in 
the parish church ; but are yon going to 
allow thorn to keep away and perish, or 
are you going to be determined that, by 
hook or by crook, they shall cuss the 
threshold of your barracks, and shall cross 
it again and .again and sgnin, until they 
aro saved ? Tbare are moltiludea. alas, of 
other sorts, who may be quite as mnoh in 
spiritual need, and qoite as difficult to get 
fiere: but uudoobt«dlyour first business is 
with the crowd. They ought to come to 
our barracks. Qod sends os oat on par- 
pose to bring them in, and no arguments, 
of any kind shoold suffice to make ua con- 
tent without seeing them. Let us etir oor- 
selvea up on the question eontinoally, and 
depend upon it, in.this matter, as in so 
many others, if oor bouts are set upon it 
oe shall prove that whine there's a will 
(here's a way f 



dn it 1>b poaai'oiB that the very people 

for whom all our open-air moorings are 
organized, towards whom the whole of onr 
appeals are continually directed, are ab- 
solntoly kupt outside the door whon they 
come to it? This question ought cer- 
tainly to be considered anl to be thoroughly 
settled in the mind of every officer and sol- 
dier, wherover ho may be ; and in too 
many eases, I fear, U10 answer, if carefully 
and thorooghly stated would be, "Yos, 
they are." Wo ncarcely ever bear, nowa- 
daya, of tho complaints that used to be 
made about poor men being forcibly kept 
outside the doora by miserable doorkeepers 
In that respect, I helieve the Army hat 
thoroughly leerned its lesion ; ami if there 
be eny exceptiona to this rule, il ie reason- 
eblo to hope that they will very soon pass 
away. But may it not he thet we hear 
less of these kind of things boeense sonic, 
who used to be troublesome customers, and 
who were kept outside the doors time after 
lime, have ceased to come near the doors 
at all? I wasdeligbted to bear of the ability 
of an nfficer in tone bard-working corps, 
who, npon marching np with hia procession, 
found the door too well guarded by a police 
man. whose presence there, he thought, was 
sure to keep outside the very men wbo 
ought to be inside. He euggested that the 
worthy officer was standing in a draught, 
and got the SergL-Mujor to induce him to 
etep into a norm room whilst the proces- 
sion and its folio wan all got into the 
building ready lor a proper Salvatien 
Army ngbt, 

it again, it may be that, altbongh than 
no ahsolnto block on yonr doorstep, 
there is some arraogement in connection 
with your huildiog — whether it be in the 
way of col lectio oe at the doors, or what — 
that has had such an effect ae to prevent 
the proper sort of people from going 
llinrs. Now what I want, abova all other 
things, to pross Lome upon the heart of 
every officer and eoldier tbie week is that 
they ought to find out if there he each- an 
hindranoe in the way; and, effectually, to 
remove it out of the way. I know only 
too well all that can be eaid about the 
need for money, and as long as we have to 
pay neurons rates of interest for theminey 
needed to build barracks or extortionate 
rentals for the nae of them, il may be very 
difficult, if not impossible, to remove out 
of the *oy the hindrance time orestofl tn 
the free access of the poorest to oar meet- 
ings. 

But difficoltiue are the very things for 
soldiers to overcome, and wherever this 
matter is thoroughly taken to heart, I am 
certain that the rowdy people will bs got 
in, no matter how may collections have to 
be made or what other hiudraucea have to 
be got out ol tha way. Do fight this 
oat, for everything else will he eo mnch 
lost labor if, after all, yon fail to get into 
your buildings the very men and women 
for whom, above all, God expects ua to 
sorrow and labor.

Bat bom necessity, it is the language 
in.wbieb moet of the correspondence 
with Headquarters is done. There are so 
many lansusges that we are bonnd to 
ban one ttbieb Biiall be, so to speak, the 
Official language, and therefore aa Eng- 
lish is the best known to the majority of 
oar Officers, it of necessity takes that 
place. Still, although English is taught 
m tho bijfb schools, and colleges, and 
ihere is tborefore a growing and very 
inflcenlinl class who know, and are to a 
certain extent familiar with the language 
there is m not any one place, a sufficient- 
Ij large uody of these to make it worth 
«hi!eu«ug that laagaage to any gcesA 
giteoL And we find, that to really get at 
s nan's bcart, yon must use the language 
bis mother speaks. 

Hindustani (No. 11 is divided into two 
thief forms. The Urdu, chiefly need by 
Miuommedans, and Hindi chiefly need by 
Hindus ; thcao, eepeeially the latter, are 
divided up into many dialects ; bnt it is 
estimated that out of tha* three hundred 
million people in India one hundred 
million epenk Hindustani in one form or 
another, and it is commonly understood 
all river India. Tho example we give is 
UMn, written in the Nashtalik, a variety 
or ilvla of the Persi-Arabic character, 
■Men ehiractei! is used in Arabia, Forsia, 
Terkey, Egypt, and in fact through the 
whole of the Mussalman world. Tho 
Hindi is written in another character 
Billed tho Devanagari, which is almost 
the same character as Marathi. Hindu - 
rtmi is the OfBoial Government language 
of India, in wbiob all Government Officers 
uereqmred tonaEsexaminations. It was 
br the purposes of the Government Ber- 
ries, that our Commissioner learnt this 
Woago bo thoroughly. ' 

Singhalcu (No. 2) is. the language 
spoken by ths Singhalese, part of the 
the population of Ceylon who number 
wniB cue million eight hundred thousand, 
Ibay a Buddnistn, and differ greatly from 
Hair Hindu neighbors. Wo have a FTar 
Ciy (tho Yuddha Ohosawa) published in 
His language, and printed in these queer 
looking characters. This was OoL vVesra- 
»orija'B native Inrgnage. 

JforatAi (No. 8.) This language is 
ipokcn by the Llabrattas, a larga nation 
numbering some 17,000,000 in the West 
ollnaia. We have not yet established 
tar work among them; but with the ar- 
rival of the next new party it ia intended 
la do bo. A War Ory ta about to be 
ftwtod in this language, it ban been end 
tt used somewhat in our Bombay work. 

Gtqarali (No. 4.1 This lauguage is 
spoken in Gujarat, the population of which 
Ksuitry in over nine minions, and also e 
"ood deal in Bombay. Wo have in Guja- 
rat thirteen Corps. 

Tamil (No. C.) Ibia language ic 
fpobnby. a nation of soma 18,000,000 
pwpla in South andia, araong whom we 



h has a euoulation now of nearly 
}. The work is spreading very fast 
among them ; they are noted for the strict- 
ness of thoir adherence to Hinduism, and 
when they set properly saved they make 
splendid Boldiars. The language belongs 
to an entirely different class . to all the 
others, known as the Dravidian family of 
languages. Belonging to this olaes in 
South India, there are aleo the Telngu, 
■poken by 17,000,000 people, Kanaress 
some 6,000,000 and Malayan about the 
3S21C. In 'Jiiiaa laugusgos and among 
these people we are as yet doing nothing. 
There is also Bengali of which there is 
no spooimen hers, but wliioh is spokon in 
Calcutta ; ami is tha language of 89,000,- 



amounting, it is said, to more than 580. 
Many of these are, however, oonfined to 
small tracts of conntry. 

The following are languages known to 
and need by onr Officers. Sanscrit, Hin- 
dustani, Marathi, Gujarati, Panjabi, Bsn- 
gali. Arabic, Persian, Tamil. Singhalese 
and Armenian. 

India is thus, oot one country, inhabit- 
ed by one race, speaking one langnage. 
It is, rather, a continent, peopled by dif- 
ferent races and natio[i«!itie- differing in 
language, religion and national character. 
All, by anme arrangement of God, united 
under one Government. 

It will be readily seen from this slight 
daacription what an immense harrier the
